NEW WAR IN FAR EAST 
MAY RESULT FROM 
BORDER DISPUTE

A new war in the far east seemed 
nearer today as Russia and Japan en- 
gaged in large scale land and aerial | 
fighting on the Siberian frontier. 

The tiny corner which comprises the 
badly defined frontiers of Siberia, Ko- 
rea and Manchukuo in the region of 
Vladivostok, Russia's far eastern out- 
post, held potential danger. 

Japan, engrossed with her war in 
China, appeared to be in no mood for 
a real war with Russia. Nevertheless, 
Japanese pride demanded military ac- | 
tion against alleged Russian violations 
of the frontier. 

The Russians, on the other hand, | 
took advantage of Japan’s weakness on | 
that particular front — the Japanese , 
military might being concentrated in 
China—and refused to yield an inch. 
The Soviet Union, which has a heavy 
military establishment in the region, 
showed no inclination to negotiate.
